They  are  found  in  Ca;":n^n-idg-es'nire,  iNOrlulkshire,  Hampshire, 
Gloucesterfhiire,  and  Dor'^.jtshire.*  Charies,  who  is  claimed  here- 
in, as  the  prot:-;-en!tor  or  ibe  EnsthaTCpton  Barnes,  was  from  Mor- 
folkshire,  aud'it  is  probable  th'-t  Joshna  was  his  brother. 

The  name,  appears  v/iih  the  terniination  in  e  s,  also  as  .r  v.-ith- 
out  the  £'.  It  se'cms  to  have  been  written  also  &i.  Barer.se  f  vvhich 
was  probably  pronounced  as  one  syllable,  prolonged — and  sug- 
gests Barend,  the  eqiiivalcnt  of  Bernard,  as  the  original  form.
